Vandeyacht reported he expects are larger number of claims requests this year as soon as 

the CFR 38, federal law governing Veterans Benefits, is updated, so that the VA can 

legally start processing the 3 new presumptives to Agent Orange disabilities as well as 

the new presumptives to Airborne Hazards in the middle east.
